b. Reference memorandum states that all phases of Project Artichoke 

are under the supervision cf a Project Coordinator designated by C5I.

Each of the offices noted above is charged with carrying out certain 
specific phases of the project under the general supervision of the 
Project Coordinator. 

c. The project is jeopardised by lack of coordination'tetvrccn 
various activities of the agency having an interest in this- or related 
fields. 

d. This situation o:d.sts because of the fact that the interested 
offices lcc-k upon CSI and tie Project Coord inter only as another partici- 
pant in the project, and ret, a.s changed in the basic directive, as: 
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, “responsible for the aggressive and actives development of 
CZH7 all phases of CIA activity in this field and coordi- 
nation of the IAC Agencies in . related programs" . 

e. The CIA situation is in sharp contrast to that existing*" in 
the Department of Defense where the IAC agencies have accepted C]A 
leadership in this field and are working in close coordination with 
the Froject Coordinator. 

f« The CIA situation if permitted to' continue v:ill not only in- 
sult in wasteful, duplication of effort, within the agency, but will 
disrupt tne coordinated xAC program with resultant embarrassment to 
the agency a

a. That Project Artichoke bo made the responsibility of a single 

component of the Agency ard that this component have the authority to 
insure the aggressive and active development of all phases of CIA 
activity in this field and coordination of the IAC agencies in related 
programs. ' % 

b. That a Project Coordinator, with the necessary technical back- 
ground and oaninasirativs ability io selected to run the program. 

*c. That the interested c exponents of 'the agency, (OSI, Il-S, C SO, 
0?C, TSS, and CIA Kedical Staf^) be advised of the above and bo directed 
to provide guidance sr.d assistance in accordance with their assigned 
nissions and responsibilities.
